Scots to 
fight on 

for '50' 


SCOTTISH fishermen are going 
ahead with their fight for a 50- 
mile limit. They remain uncon- 
vinced by the government’s line 
of 12 miles with a dominant 
preference out to 50 miles. 

This follows talks with the Minister of 
Agriculture and Fisheries, John Silkin, in 
London last week. The main aim of the 
mealing was to express the great concern 
uf fishermen lhal the UK is drifting into a 
settlement that did not in any way es- 
tablish the necessary degree of exclusivity 
in the coastal stole, said Robert Allan, 
Scottish officer of the BFF. 

Mr. Allan was also critical of the situa- 
tion at Faroe. 

“The industry now intends to make 
i-lear to our government that the UK will 
require u minimum IO.U0U tonnes of cod 
lint l Imdduck fur its own traditional Faroe 
fleet in 11*78, together with a substantial 
proportion of the quantities of other 
spi-rh-s available. 

"Ii this is not furl banning along with 
access, license anti mesh size, the UK in- 
dustry will ask the government to have no 
agreement with the Fnroese", staled Mr. 
Allan.

In the Maine 6G-page issue, 
FNI reports an increase in 
Lho world catch, from about 
70 million tonnes in 1075 to a 
record 73.5 in. tonnes in 1976. 

But this FAO estimate may 
be the highest for years to 
come. Apart from the big 
drop in the Namibia pilchard 
catch in 1977, there was the 
slump in the Peru anchovy 
fishery. 

There, reports FNI, the 
catch has fallen below two 
million tonnes for the first 
time in nearly 20 year9. 
Cause of this is the fall in 
anchovy stocks to only about 
two million tonnes. 

Anchovy fishing may have 
in be banned for nt least two 
years. In anticipation of this,

To say that a French error In 
tha catch statistics has caused 
difficulties which have affected 
British fishermen working the 
Norwegian coeat ia complete 
fantasy. 

Here are the facta: 

Norway gave quotas up to 
December 31, 1077, for the 
total member countries of the 
Community in that araa of 
Norwegian territorial waters 
now known ae Continental 
Norway. 

EEC flahing vessels have 
been obliged to declare their 
catches and to respect quotes. 
The Norwegian authorities 
maintained their own accoun- 
ting of the current state of the 
quotas on tha basis of 
declarations provided directly 
to their coastal stations by 
flahing vassals. 

It waa on the basis of these 
returns that the Norwegian 
authorities estimated on 
November 10 that the cod 
quota allowed to the Com- 
munity had been achieved and, 
in consequence, EEC vessels 
were obliged to atop fishing.

Others objected in that they 
thought fishery biologists ware 
going to “hog the scene”, 
whereas most progress in 
fishing had been made by 
engineers. 

Good luok to the new 
proposal but, surely, the title 
National Fishery College is 
more suitable than Centre of 
Excellence for Fishery Training 
and Education. You earn ex- 
cellence rather than advertise 
It. And surely do not add to our 
already overcrowded ranks of 
marine biologists produced up 
and down the country by our 
far too many universities and 
polytechnics by creating yet 
another degree in marine 
biology.

In addition to a trawl made 
of nylon or polythene shrimp 
netting, gear includes a beam 
made of wood or iron piping, 
a pair of iron heads or 
shoes, ground rope fitted with 
wooden bobbins or weighted 
with leads and tickler chain, 
and rope for making bridle, 
towing warp and cod -end 
buoy line. You will also need 
riddles for sorting catches 
and a boiler. 

I don't think you can detect 
blown shrimps in normal 
concentrations with an echo 
sounder, but you will certain- 
ly need one with a high fre- 
quency, ground-discriminat- 
ing transducer to distingush 
between different types of 
bottom and to tow your trawl 
along the edges. 

If you want to work in very 
shallow watBr, you can make 
satisfactory shrimp catches in 
shank nets instead of a trawl.

The modern frame is 
oblong with a wooden foot 
and metal plate on the bot- 
tom of it as a rubbing band.

A READER in Wales finds 
it difficult to sell monk, 
fiddler or angel fish

throw them back as prices 
received for them in Milford 
Haven barely cover cost of 
transport.
